SENSATIONAL SUICIDE.

4 Prisoner in the Chicago J&N Swallow
Polson—Death Preferred to & Term b
the FPenitentiary.

Caicaco, I, Jan. 29,

The dead body of Jobhn T. Lessing, under
arrest for the attempted murder of Mrs
Fred Kouzack, at 69 North Desplaines
street, was discovered in his cell-bunk by
the jail authorities this morning. The offi:
cials announced that heart disease was the
cause of death. A pos:-mortem examins
tion developed the fact that poison, in the
shape of potasium, was the true cause.
Doctors Blu_t.hardt and Krost estimated that
the dead prisoner had taken fifteen grains
o_tthedudlydmg. Small scraps of paper
littered the cell floor which contained
traces of the same powdered poison with
which Herman Korstein ended his exist-
ence last week. Lessing did not partake
9( any breakfast when the food was passed
into his cell this morning. He failed to
leave his bed when the door was unbarred
to permit him to join with the other pris-
oners in their daily exercise in the corri-
dor. A deputy attempted to arouse the
sleeper. He touched a cold and inanimate
body. Korstein and Lessing came from
the same neighborhood in Germany. They
were together a great deal during the hours
of exercise. The theory of the jail officials
is that Korstein procured the poison and
divided it with Lessing. The presumption
is that Lessing swallowed the fatal dose
Monday night.

The following letter, addressed to his
wile, was written on the blank pages of a
prayer-book found in his cell:

Dran Wire: You have heen bad to me, but
you will not know it until too late and your
eves are opened Ly this. You can not say that
I have been as tal to you sinee we lived to-
gether as you have to me.  In the old Father-
land, my counutry and yours, you were urrest-
ed for infanticide onee, but I came forward in
Spite of this and made an L nest wife of you.
This ismy rewa-d. You wil often think of
me when | lie in the cold grave and you are in
the warm embrace of another husband, who
wiil perhaps abuse ard beat you. Many times
your father advised me to take a stick and
correct you, but 1 never did, because [ did
not wish to suil my hands by putting them on
your bady. Every one has told me [ was too
good for you, and that vo-: save acted in this
way to me shows whit kKind of a woman you
are. | shall alwayvs have witnessesthat I come
of an honcst German family, of whom no one

can say thet aav member was bad. 1 was born
February 28, 1564

He also wrote a letter saying that he
wished to have $100 that was coming from
his mother in Germany returned to her,
and'that he preferred death to dishonor.
None of his family had been in the Peni-
tentiary, and he would also avoid that
shame. The letter was addressed to Mrs.
Wilhelmina Lessing, Gross Lesewith, Prus-
sia.

The crime for which he was incarcerated
was the shooting of Mrs. Fred Kouzack, 169
North Desplaines street, on the night of
November 21. His wife was stopping there,
having refused to live with him on account
of his dissolute habits. He went to see her
with the avowed purpose of killing her and
then himself, and when ordered from the
house by Mrs. Kouzack, he deliberately
drew a revolver and fired at her, the bullet
entering just below the mouth, breaking
her jawbone on the left side and burying
itself in the muscles of the neck at thf;{r&u
of the tongue. The wounded woman was
not expected to live, but she is now eon-
valescent. The epidemic of suicide which
has apparently set in at the jail is believed
to be not vet over, There are several des-
perate characters who have sunicidal ten-
dencies, notably Charles A. Grimm, the
diamond thief, who has been heard to an-
aounce his intention of killing himself
ra‘her than go to the Penitentiary. He
was thoroughly searched before being
taken into court weday, where he is now
audergoing his second trial. He fought
deperately during the ordeal. Nothing
was iound upon him, but he is to be closely
watched, shonld the jury find him guilty,
Some of the prisoners have made the su
ject of suicide a special topic, and one,
whose talent for versifving has been noted
neretofore, handed out the following paro-
dy on Gilbert’s rhyme in the opera of Pa-
tience. .

Tuike twenty grains of potassium cyanide,

A Cowardly Murder.
CarRTHAGE, MO, Jan. %9,

One of the most cowardly and dastardly
murders ever committed in the county was
perpetrated vesterday alternoon on Jones?!
Creek, ten miles sodth of Carthbaze. News
of the murder did not reach tiuis city until
to-day. The victim i3 James Cherry, aged
about seventy vears, and the murderer is
Wilson Hall, about twenty years old. The
sause of the murder arose from a law-suit
pver some land, in which Hall was worst-
ed. For revenge he resorted tothe horrible
erime of muriering old man Cherry. Hall
concealed himsel! behind some brush, quite
a distance from where Cherry was at work
piling brush, and when he was stooping
over his assassin shot him with a rifle, the
ball entering the back of his head and com-
ing out at the forchead, killing him almost
instantly. The murderer ran away, but
was recognized by Cherry’s children ks
Wilson Hall, son of J. D. Hall, an old resi-
dent of tiis county. The alarm was given
and the neizhbors pursued the murderer to
his home, but did nct arrest him, as it was
dark. They guarded the bouse all ntght.
He was arrested this morning by the con-
stable of Union Township and will have a

‘I'be meeting having been called to order, the
constitution was read and adopted. Its terms
are general and for the purpos<e of a basis of
the organization. A committee on programme
was appomted and 2 report of un order of
business was reccived in the afternoon at the
beginning of the session. The morning ses-
sion closed with an informal diseussion after
the preliminary matters bad been decided
upon. Inthe afternoon Mr. C. W. Barstow,
First Vice President of the Merchants' Ex-
change, welcomed the delegates in a neat
specch, tendering them the freedom and bos-
pitality of the Merchants' Exchange,

Mr. Coleman responded on behalf of the
association. Counventions, he said, were called
to gather together the wisdom and experience
of the largest number of persons engagel in a
particular industry possible. Unlike the Sor-
ghum Convention just concluded, this will be
not & succession of recituls of experiments of
varying success, though of value, but state-
ments of advancement and of growth. The
objects sought to be gained by those engaged
in the manufacture of the products of milk in
this section are the best goods and the most
profit. They endeavor 1o manufacture but-
ter that really I8 butter, and not the insipid,
graceless grease that is usually dignlﬁodp by
the name. He hoped that the result of the
meeting would be a greatchange in the average
juality of the product for the better, und he
smphatically declared in favor of real protec-
tion of home industries. To enlarge fleld
of consumption of home industries is to in-
»rease the consumption, and by so doing
the industry stimulated will raise iteelf to its
proper position as a producer of cheese and
sutter,

Prof. Sanborn, Dean of the Agricultural
College of Missouri, who was assigned to a
sonusl leration of the “Importance of Dairy
and Creamery Interests,” had not prepared a
paper, but gave an informal talk upon the
subject at large. He thought while there were
many advantages possesced by the State and
this distriet for da'ries and creameries, there
were obstacles to be surmounted, and the in-
ustry tjroukl develop as these obstacles were
emovel,

He was followed by Chas. W. Murtfeldt, of
Kirkwood, on the “Dairy Belt Myth.” He
fuced his remarks by reading a paper he had
clipped from some tarmers’ organ which had
becn written by T. B. Curtis, of Syracuse, N.
Y. At the conciusion of t reading, Presl
dent Co man siid he was reminded of a story.
Len Butlerdelivered an eloquent addr:ss be-
fore a New York convention, and spenker
who was to follow him =aul: *I had pre
an clogunent address for vou, but when 1 look
in my pocket for it I find it is gone, As ] sat
next to General Butler you can draw yourown
conclugions.” The paper which had been read
by Mr. Murtfeldt was the lecture Mr. Curtis
twho was presenty had intended to deliver be-
foie this Convention. The story lpmvoked L]
projionged langh, unl Mr. Murtfeldt proceed-
ed with his paper. He hal beard some years
ago, be said, the dairy belt deseribed as nofur-
ther north or west than the Western Beserve
of Ohio, and it was about that time he began
making butter in lllinois, and marketing it as
well as the product of his neighbors In St
Louis.

Mrs, Willlg. a manufacturer of butter, from
Vandalia, 1il., read a paper on the “Manage-
ment of & Dairy.” ~be advised that as good
cowe as possible be secured ; they must be well
fed, and the dairies should be kept in the
cleanest possibie condition. The cowsz shou'd
be tesie ], and the bad cows thrown ou, n-
they injure, by mixing their milk with taar of
the good, the joint product. The churning
temperature should be about 5 deg., and eve-
rvthing about the place should be swegt and
clean und the air fresh. In the tempe:uture
she djffered from Mr. Mur.feldt, who advised
a temperature of M deg. to G deg. T. B. Cur-
tis, of Syracuse, N. Y., followed her, and took
up tha' point, advising a temperature varying
from #) dew. ty 60 deg.  As jong asthe temper-
ature is full nz the eoream rises.

Crushed Under Seventy Tous of Steel.

Pirrssuran, PA,, Jan. 3L

An accident that resulted in the instant
death of two men and the fatal injury of
another occurred this afternoon at the Lin-
den street works in the Twenty-third Ward.
Thos. Liney, John Butler and John Roach,
laborers, were at work on a platform load-
ing bars of steel, known as fish-pla e, 0n a
car on a siding. The platform was eufest
high and supported seventy tous .. metal.
Without a noment’s w ng tbe rimbers
supporting one* side gave way and the
platform toppled over. The accident
was 50 unexpected that the men
bad mno time to save themselves,
but went down with the wreck,
and were buried under the mass of steel,
A long time was cunsumed in removing
the immense weight, and when the unfor-
tunates were extricated two (Butler and
Liney) were found to be crushed almost
beyond recognition. Roach seemed to have
escaped serious injury, and much to the
surprise of everytody was able to walk to
hi-ﬁ:»u-dlng-hommhkd. This evening
however, he complained of severe
pains, and at last accounts was not
ed to recover. The 'orm has often
more heavily than to-day.
